Almost enough human bones, badly 
burned, were found to form the out­ 
line of a skeleton, according to 
police.

Mrs. 
Lawrson's 
body and disposed of the remains 
in his furnace. 
Solution of the woman's disap­ 
pearance, police pointed out, will 
not alter the prosecution of the phy- 
jsician as there was nothing in the 
case to indicate murder.

Minn., April 23.—Con­ 
vinced by Uncle Sam s agents that 
fertile lands lie between Alaska’s 
glaciers, 200 farm 
families

Michigan, Wisconsin and Minnesota 
are going up there to establish a 
new agricultural empire in the bell 
of the midnight sun. 
This city, built by the industry of 
their immigrant ancestors, will see 
the start of the drama-packed ex­ 
odus. Friday, April 26, 
when 
67 
farmers, with their wives, children 
and portable household belongings, 
will entrain for San Francisco to 
board the ship which 
will 
carry 
them to Alaska. 
The remaining 133 families will 
desert their douth and erosion-im- 
proverished grain belt lands within 
the fortnight and sail from Seattle 
May 15. Into Strange Land 
This migration, in the burdens of 
labor and hardships it will impose 
on the colonists, is seen by many as 
the 1935 equivalent of the migration 
of the Pilgrim Fathers from Eng­ 
land to Massachusetts in 1620. Yet 
although none of the families se­ 
lected for the trek knows anything 
regarding life in the great north 
territory from which few of them 
will return, all eagerly have 
ac­ 
cepted the chance it offers for an 
escape from poverty. 
In language they understand, Don 
L Irwin, director of the govern­ 
ment agricultural experiment sta­ 
tion at Matanuska, Alaska, has told 
the farmers concerning the fertility 
of the soil; how a glacier in some 
early age moved down between the 
Chugach and 
Talkeetna 
ranges, 
leav.ing the valley of the M atanuska 
coated with rich loam 10 feet deep; 
how in the 120-day growing sea­ 
son potatoes, grain, berries 
and 
green vegetables thrive to an extent 
unknown in the United States. 
To these inducements the gov­ 
ernment added an offer to lend each 
family up to $3.000. help it build 
comfortable four and five room log 
homes, and wait 30 years before set­ 
tling accounts—five full years, in 
fact, before asking payment of the 
3 per cent interest.

October Time Limit

Through the winter, the colonists 
will be able to do little except a t­ 
tend their cows, one of which will 
b’e assigned to each family. In the 
spring, however, they will be ex­ 
pected to produce nearly a miUion 
dollars worth of farm products. This 
is important.

Conner Called 
Commissioner A. E. Conner was 
called 
and identified 
the record 
book but could not remember the 
details of the passage of certain res­ 
olutions. At this point Attorney Wil­ 
liam McElwee, Jr., began an exam­ 
ination which seemed to have for 
its purpose the bringing 
out 
of 
whether or not it was an identical 
copy of what had transpired. Judge 
James I. Brownson ruled that the 
correctness of the record was not at 
issue, and that there had been no 
evidence offered to impeach the 
record. 
Attorney w. Walter Braham for 
the Thayer Company then offered 
in evidence the records of the min­ 
ute book. McElwee objected to the 
introduction of the record unless 
and until the contract was 
es­ 
tablished, and its approval by the 
court. He said there was no allega­

Judge 
Brownson overruled the objection 
but McElwee asked to be heard on 
minutes of 
the commissioners the battle waged 
from two until nearly five o’clock, 
with much of the structure of the 
case coming into the argument. 
During the course of the argu­ 
ment the jury sat by, none of the 
argument going into the record and 
at three twenty the jury was re­ 
cessed. They were not called back 
into the court room and were later 
excused for the day.

Identify Records 
At the opening of court 
Com­ 
missioners’ Clerk W. A. Eakin was 
called to the stand and said that he 
received a copy of the important 
resolutions passed by the commis­ 
sioners.

R. Woods was called. He was shown 
the record of the minutes of the 
commissioners and identified them 
The following dates were mentioned 
and the action they concern fol­ 
lows:

McElwee cited the Act of 1834, of

which substituted 
the

The back-to-the-farm movement has been greater than most of 
us have realized. From 1920 to 1930 the number of farms was steadily 
diminishing, as land w’ent out of cultivation or farms were doubled up. 
The decrease of farming families in that decade was about 200,000. But in 
the last five years, the census bureau reports, the cultivated farms have 
Increased by 500.000. 
This increase in active farm units operated by individual farm ­ 
ers probably means an addition of 2,000.000 to 2.500,000 people to farm 
population since 1930.
